A KEY landmark in 
Hackney Central 
has been given a 
new lease of life 
as part of plans to improve 
the town centre. 

Martin Richman, an 
international artist who 
lives in Hackney, was 
commissioned by the 
Council to create a new 
piece of artwork for 
Hackney Central Bridge in 
Mare Street. 

The orange and pink 
coloured artwork on both 
sides of the bridge, and 
a pink and blue lighting 
installation along the top 
which comes on after 
dark, are now in place and 


brightening up the bridge, 
which sits at the heart of 
the town centre. 

Martin said: “I am 
pleased to be helping create 
an installation which, I 
hope, will be enjoyed and 
become recognised as a 
local landmark. It should 
help increase perceptions 
of safety and encourage 
stakeholders to further 
improve the public realm. 


“The improvements 
will help in linking the 
areas that the bridge seems 
to currently divide and 
encourage the sense of 
Hackney being a lively and 
vibrant community.” 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet Member for 
Regeneration, added: “This 
project is just one of the 
ways Hackney Council is 
improving the look and feel 


of our town centres. 

“The artwork brightens 
up the area and will 
enhance the character 
of Hackney Central 
while reflecting the 
creative vibrancy of the 
borough. Along with the 
improvements to the 
shop fronts and the 
railway arches it will 
help the area to thrive 
in the years ahead.”

Your views on Olympic Park 

RESIDENTS in Hackney, Newham and Tower 
Hamlets are being asked to feedback 
on proposed byelaws for the Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park, which is due to 
open in July. 

Work has been underway since 
the end of the 201 2 Olympic and 
Paralympic games to make the park 
London’s top destination, providing 
residents and visitors with 1 02 hectares of 
parkland, world-class sporting facilities for elite 
athletes and communities, housing and commercial space, 
and superb transport links. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, Cabinet Member for Health, Social 
Care and Culture, said: “The Queen Elizabeth Olympic 
Park will form a new focal point for London and a whole 
new community in the East of London. This is happening 
in Hackney and it is important residents are involved in its 
development and have their say in this consultation.” 

The park will have over 35km of pathways and cycle paths 
and 6.5 km of waterways. Up to 8,000 new homes will be 
available for sale and rent, half of which will be affordable 
housing. The venue will also offer 25 sports and activities 
to choose from all year round, with indoor and outdoor 
facilities.

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HACKNEY marked 1 00 days to go to the Olympic Games on 1 8 April with good news about jobs, training and opportunities for young people 
(above main). It was revealed that 1 ,500 residents had already been offered work with contractors providing cleaning, catering, retail, 
logistics and security services during the Games. 

Popstar Labrinth and artist Grayson Perry visited Stoke Newington School in early April. Ex-pupil Labrinth admitted he was ‘really 
nervous’ to go back because he is now considered a role model for many young people. Turner Prize-winner Grayson Perry (above 
right), best known for his ceramic vases, also visited the school to present an assembly on creativity. 

An exhibition recounting the life of one of the most iconic victims of the Nazi Holocaust, Anne Frank, opened at Empire 2, E8 (above 
left) in April. The free ‘Anne Frank + You’ exhibition took a historical and contemporary look at her story. The Jewish schoolgirl’s fate 
became internationally known - after her death in a concentration camp - with the publication of her diary in 1 947.

NINE-year-old resident Niamh Clarke-Willis was selected 
to help officially open the Olympic Stadium in Stratford on 
5 May (below). She was picked on the night by Paralympic 
archer Danielle Brown, who shot arrows into moving targets to 
randomly select the name of someone to take part in the historic 
event. She joined Danielle Brown, Gabby Logan, Seb Coe and 
Vernon Kay to open the stadium. 




RESIDENTS across the borough organised street parties and held special events to mark Her Majesty the Oueen’s Diamond Jubilee in fine style (below left). With Hackney celebrating the Dueen’s 60th year on 
the throne over the weekend of 2-5 June, the outpouring of affection towards the monarchy defied the downpour outside. On Shoreditch’s Lockner Estate residents partied with live music; folk on the Nightingale 
Estate in Clapton enjoyed a game of ‘Jubilee Bingo’; residents celebrated on St Mary’s Estate in Haggerston with a community event; and a party on Rivington Street, Shoreditch, featured live music and DJs. 


The BBC Radio 1 Hackney Weekend, from 23-24 June, put Hackney on the international music map. A show-stopping performance by US rapper Jay-Z brought global attention to an event that fellow headliner 
Rihanna described as one of the ‘most memorable’ she had ever taken part in (below, inset). The music festival on Hackney Marshes drew up to 1 00,000 revellers over two days. Organised in partnership by the 
BBC and the Council, it took over a year of planning and went off without a hitch. 
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AROUND 200 young people worked with community members, the team at charily Ministry 
of Stories, and best-selling author, Nick Hornby, to bring to life the Children’s Republic of Shoreditch (above main). The 
project, which imagined a world run by young people, opened its own ‘embassy’ in Hoxton Street - a building entirely 
conceived, designed and run by children -from 3 July to 1 1 August. 


Residents came out in droves on 21 July to welcome the Olympic torch to the borough and join the One Hackney festival 
(above right). Events kicked off with a colourful parade, where 400 carnival performers from Rio joined local groups to 
brighten Hackney’s streets and build ties between London and the 201 6 Olympic host city. The Olympic flame followed 
close behind the parade, and at 4pm rapper Dizzee Rascal handed the torch over from Tower Hamlets to Hackney, where 
a host of inspirational residents carried it across the borough (above inset). 


Haggerston Park played host to an Olympic opening ceremony party on 27 July (right), when more than 4,000 spectators 
came out to watch the historic event on a free big screen, put on by the Council. There were cheers, whoops, dancing 
and even some tears from the audience during Danny Boyle’s directorial extravaganza, which celebrated all that is great 
about Britain - from the NHS to its vibrant music scene. 


MORE than 2,000 local people were lucky enough to experience Olympic events first hand in August, as part of the Council’s 
promise to ensure the Games would be accessible to residents. A wide range of Hackney youth and community groups 
received a total of 2,1 70 tickets bought by the Council (below right). 


Crowds lined the streets to welcome the Paralympic torch as it passed through Hackney on its way to the opening ceremony 
on 29 August (left). Despite delays and terrible weather, the torch arrived dragging along blue skies to help the five Hackney 
torchbearers - Aneurin Wood, Sharon Jones-Barnes, Kayum Choudhury, Tim Rushby-Smith and Amir Laksari - complete 
their section of the relay route. 


Hackney students celebrated their best ever GCSE results on 23 August - despite a 
nationwide drop in A* to C grades for the first time since 1 988. In 201 2, 60.5 per 
cent of pupils got five good GCSEs, including English and Maths, an increase of 3.5 
ijt percentage points on 201 1 . A level students also had cause to celebrate on 1 6 
7rw August as excellent results were met with huge relief (below left).

CHILDREN in Hackney reclaimed the streets on 9 September, thanks to 


a ground-breaking scheme that closed selected roads to traffic, turning them into play areas (above). 
Hackney was the first borough in London to introduce Temporary Play Street Orders (TPSOs), which 
allow parents to apply to their council to close their road for a few hours per week or month. When 
Oldfield Road, in Stoke Newington, closed for the first time, 70 children played together, while older 
residents enjoyed meeting and chatting to neighbours. 

A peace mural in Haggerston was officially opened by stars of the music world on 23 September. 
Guests included singer Sinitta; Kayna King MBE, founder of the MOBO Awards; the Speaker of 
Hackney, Cllr Jessica Webb; and local schoolchildren, who cut the ribbon at the ‘peace wall’ by 
Regent’s Canal bridge on Dunston Road, E8 (below). 




FIVE new youth centres opened their doors for a week-long launch festival on 29 October (above). The 
new centres provide a focal point for young people to find out about services provided by the Council 
as well as the voluntary and community sector. They are safe, welcoming places offering everything 
from homework support and music, media, sport and drama sessions, to targeted support around 
education, training, employment, health, family and 
relationship issues. 7S-, 


Hackney celebrated Black History Month with a 
programme of entertainment and educational 
activities for all ages. Events included sessions 
featuring inspiring guest speakers, music 
workshops, dance classes, fun days and song 
writing classes. One highlight was Hackney 
Museum’s exhibition ‘Celebrating 50 Years 
of Independence for Jamaica and Trinidad & 
Tobago’ (right). 



AN exhibition exploring the Stamford Hill Mod movement opened at Hackney Museum on 7 
November. ‘Stamford Hill Mods: The Genesis of Marc Bolan’ told the story of early modernist culture, 
fashion and music in the area in the 1 960s. Fifty years ago, international war photographer Don 
McCullin took pictures of 1 5-year-old Mark Feld and friends in Stamford Hill for ‘Town’ magazine 
(below left). Three years later Feld changed his name to Marc Bolan and would go on to find fame as 
the lead singer of T-Rex in the 1970s. 




Residents joined ex-servicemen and women and civic dignitaries to remember the borough’s 
war dead at a Remembrance Sunday parade and church service on 1 1 November (below right). 
Taking part in the parade were representatives from the Normandy Veterans Association, Royal 
British Legion and members of other local associations including the Jewish Lads and Girls 
Brigade Band, the Sea Cadets, Army Cadets, Air Training Corps and Red Cross. 


THE Council’s vision of a media and technology hub based 
in the Olympic Park was given the green light in December, 
after it was announced that BT Sport would broadcast 
Premier League football from the former Olympic Press 
and Broadcast Centres, in Hackney Wick (above right).

S ABIR Bham smiles 
warmly as he

young people taking part 
in a gym session at King’s 
Hall leisure centre in 
Lower Clapton. 

The young people, who 
find time to socialise while 
working out together on 
the gym’s rowing machines 
and bikes, are members of 
a group set up by Salaam 
Peace - a community 
engagement programme - 
founded by Sabir in 2009. 

He has good reason 
to be cheerful; in a year 
of outstanding sporting 
success, Sabir scooped three 
awards for his contributions 
to youth sport and 
community cohesion. 

Still reeling from his most 
recent success, winning the 
BBC London Unsung Hero 
Award, he says: “The BBC 
contacted me to see if they 
could come and do some 
filming of our work as part 
of a wider project. At the 
end of it they pulled out 
this trophy, which was a 
massive surprise. It makes 
you feel that your work is 
worthwhile. To get so 
much recognition in this 
year - with the Olympics - 
is just unbelievable.” 

Sabir has been 
volunteering in Hackney 
since 1989, and gives up 
over 10 hours a week to 
run various youth sports 
projects as part of Salaam 
Peace. The sports enthusiast 
grew up in Stamford Hill 
and went to school in the 
borough until he was 14. 

He says: “Although I now 
live in Waltham Forest, 
Hackney is still my home. 

I can associate with the 
young people and share 
experiences with them.” 

Adding: “I’ve been in 
Hackney for the best part 
of my life. I met my 
wife here and my two 
youngest kids were born 
in Homerton hospital. My 
roots are here.” 

Dressed in sports gear 
and always keeping one eye

on the group gym session, 
Sabir tells me that sport 
has inspired him since 
childhood. He enthuses: 
“Growing up, sport was 
always the arena in which I 
could express myself, from 
getting other kids to jump 
over the school gate to 
organising games of football 
in the local community. 
Over the years it’s where 
some of my strongest 
friendships were made.” 

Sabir developed the idea 
for Salaam Peace after the 
7/7 bombings, a series of 
co-ordinated suicide bomb 
attacks on London in 2005, 
which had a huge impact 
on him. In particular, a 
number of high-profile 
arrests in Waltham Forest 
a year later in connection 
with another terror threat, 
which increased negative 
perceptions of the British

Muslim community. 

“It brought home to 
everybody that these 
issues aren’t thousands of 
miles away, they’re on our 
doorstep,” he muses. 

Sabir acknowledges the 
influence of his Islamic faith 


on his own values. He says: 
“Terrorism is completely 
against Islamic beliefs and 
practices. I spent three 
years studying religion at 
university and I spent a long 
time looking at all the major 
faiths. I draw inspiration

from all of them and the 
teachers I had on my course, 
who always showed respect 
and compassion.” 

Salaam Peace combines 
Sabir’s passion for physical 
activity with his deep 
sense of social justice. He 
explains: “Salaam is a 
philosophy which, rather 
than addressing the issue 
of people seeing Muslims 
as terrorists, tries to address 
issues that affect the whole 
community, like gang 
culture and substance 
misuse. You don’t want 
to isolate groups of people 
because that just enforces 
discrimination.” 

The organisation aims 
to facilitate positive 
relationships between 
people from across the 
borough. Sabir says: “We 
try to challenge perceptions 
that if you’re from N16 you 


can’t mix with someone 
from East London.” 

Salaam Peace provides 
positive role models for 
young people. 

He says: “First and 
foremost we want to take 
them on a journey. This 
could be someone turning 
up one hour a week for a 
group gym session - it may 
be the only place they turn 
up at on a regular basis and 
that’s an achievement. Or it 
may be someone with issues 
around substance misuse, or 
a young offender; we help 
them to shape their lives in a 
positive way.” 

Adding: “The young 
people we work with go 
on to become leaders. 

They work in schools and 
with hard-to-reach young 
people. It’s rewarding to 
see the time you’ve invested 
in them becoming time 
invested in others.” 

Ultimately, Sabir 
emphasises the importance 
of persistence and hard 
work in helping him to 
achieve his goals. Indeed, he 
offers some advice to young 
people. He says: “Never 
be put off when challenges 
come your way. When you 
see a barrier in the way of 
success, you need to raise 
your level to get over it. 

“If you’re training on the 
treadmill and at first you do 
one kilometre, and that’s all 
you can do, keep saying to 
yourself I’m going to do two 
and then three kilometres; 
if you work hard you will 
achieve,” he concludes.

All your green 
questions answered 

Q. I bought a new blu-ray player at Christmas to 
replace my old DVD player. I don’t want to throw it 
away though, I’d rather it was recycled or re-used. 
What can I do with it? 

A. More than 75 per cent of electrical items end up in landfill 
and can release toxins into the soil, so it is important people 
recycle or re-use as much as possible. 

Take small electrical items to any of 1 4 specialist on-street 
recycling banks in Hackney - the slot for depositing items 
is roughly the same size as a sheet of A4 paper, so a DVD 
player should fit. If it is too large, residents can arrange a free 
collection by calling: 0800 085 1050; or visit a household 
waste recycling centre at Hornsey Street in Islington or South 
Access Road in Waltham Forest. 

Alternatively, to make sure your DVD player is re-used, take 
it along to the next Give or Take Day at Lauriston Primary 
School on 9 February. Staff at the Council-run event will test 
the item to ensure it is in good working order and find it a 
new home.

Primary School

I ^^prestigious 
award from Transport 
for London (TfL) for its 
cycling project. 

The Beacon Cycling 
School award was 
announced at a TfL annual 
event to celebrate London’s 
leading school travel 
initiatives. 

The E9 school was 
recognised for its efforts 
to get pupils, parents and 
staff on their bikes. It has 
bought cycles in a range of 
sizes so that children of all 


ages can learn to ride and 
improve their on-road skills. 
All pupils are trained to 
National Standards 1 and 2; 
and the school has its own 
cycle instructor. 

Megan, a Year 4 pupil, 
said: “When I first got my 
bike I couldn’t do much 
on it, but with the lessons I 
improved all the time; I have 
also learned to signal.” 

Kingsmead also offers 
sports cycling and has set up 
a cycle-racing league with 
other local schools. 

The project has engaged 
staff and residents too, 
through bike maintenance 
workshops; a weekly adult 
cycling club; cycle training; 
and communal bikes for 


staff. An impressive 12 per 
cent of pupils, and 28 per 
cent of staff, currently cycle 
to Kingsmead every day. 

Teacher Sabina 
Conjamalay said: “I now 
cycle nine miles to school 
and have discovered a love 
of cycling. 

“I received some cycle 
training at school to build 
up my confidence and 
was able to make use of 
the communal bikes to 


get me started.” 

Kingsmead’s cycling 
programme is part funded 
by the Council and reflects a 
wider drive in the borough 
to reduce car use and 
increase the number of 
children walking, cycling 
and taking public transport 
as part of the journey to 
school. Car journeys to 
Hackney schools have 
dropped by almost 
10 per cent since 2006.

Hackney holds most food growing spaces 


News in brief

ACKNEY 
developed the 
most food growing 
spaces in London 
as part of a capital-wide 
project to create 2,012 
in the city by the end 
of last year. 

There are now 159 


such spaces in Hackney, 
including 31 in schools, 
thanks to the Capital 
Growth scheme. 

In fact, the total amount 
of space where food is 
grown in the borough is 
3.9 acres; equal to two-and- 
a-quarter Wembley football 
pitches. 

Capital Growth, which 
was launched in 2008, 


offers practical help, 
training and support to 
groups wanting to establish 
community food growing 
projects in London. It 
achieved its 2,012 target 
following a four-year 
scheme to turn disused plots 
of land into community 
spaces abundant with fruit 
and vegetables. 

Rosie Boycott, Chair of 
the London Food Board, 
said: “I want to say a huge 
thank you to the wonderful 
volunteers who have rolled 
up their sleeves 
to transform 
forgotten, 
unloved spots 
across the 
city. There 
are some truly 
inspiring stories 
of communities 


coming together to 
green their local spaces, 
reaping a wide range 
of dividends - not least 
cheaper, healthier food.” 

Sarah Williams, from 
Capital Growth, added: 
“We have been able to 
help so many amazing and 
inspiring people, across 
London and from every 
walk of life, but it is the 
people running the projects 
that have made the real 
difference. We are looking 
forward to celebrating this 
huge achievement with 
them and to building on the 
success of the network in 
the New Year.” 

There are now Capital 
Growth spaces in every 
London borough, covering 
an estimated 124 acres of 
previously disused land. 




Patchwork farm project grows 

RESIDENTS have launched a farm project making use of 
neglected and overgrown space. 

Jo Wilson and Julie Porter (inset) took part in a volunteer 
apprenticeship scheme run by Hackney-based social 
enterprise Growing Communities. 

As part of the Patchwork Farm project, the apprentices learnt 
how to run a small urban market garden. A year on, they 
are selling their produce to hundreds of households in 
the borough. 

Jo and Julie run a garden on the Landfield Estate in Clapton, 
one of five sites across Hackney, where trained apprentices 
grow organic salad to sell through the Growing Communities’ 
box scheme. The aim of the project is to produce sustainable, 
fresh local food, which only travels a few metres from plot to 
plate. Growing Communities has plans to 
create another two plots: in a garden 
behind a bank on Stoke Newington 
High Street and behind 
St Matthew’s church in 
Upper Clapton.

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I N 1722 wealthy 

London goldsmith and 
merchant Stephen Ram 
bought an estate in 
Homerton consisting of a 
large house and extensive 
grounds which stood 
north of the west end of 
the High Street. 

Ram became a member 
of the Vestry of Hackney 
parish, the form of local 
government at the time, 
though he declined to act 
as Churchwarden or as 
Surveyor of the Highways 
of the parish. 

In October 1726, Ram 
was refused the sole use 
of pew number 13 in the 
old parish church of St 
Augustine, which was 
later replaced by St John- 
at-Hackney, and it was 
given to another leading 
parishioner. 

It is possible this quarrel 
was related to the fact that 
Ram had built a private 
chapel in the gardens of 
his house. He continued 
to use this in preference to 
the parish church after the 
quarrel, to the extent of 
having the remains of his 
wife Ann exhumed from 
her grave at St Augustine’s 
and reburied within the 
private chapel. 

The congregation 
remained limited to Ram’s 
family and friends until 
after his death in 1746 
when its first ordained 
minister, the Rev Dr 
Reeve Ballard, Prebendary 
of Westminster, was 
appointed. Rev Ballard 
was also a relative by 
marriage of Ram, as his 
niece married Ballard’s son 
to whom ownership of the 
chapel descended in 1748. 

In 1771, the Rev 
Cornthwaite of St 
Augustine’s tried to lease 
or purchase the building 
to use as a ‘chapel of ease’ 
for those parishioners who 
lived nearby and so help 
to cope with a shortage of 
space at the parish church. 

However, Reeve Ballard 
junior was still underage, 
which meant that only 
a short-lease could be 
arranged, and the chapel 
could not be sold until he

more impressive inside 
than out, with its two small 
windows containing stained 
glass representations of 
St James the Less and St 
Simon that had originally 
come from Rouen, France; 
a pulpit supposedly carved 
by the celebrated Grinling 
Gibbons; and an altarpiece 
of marble panels from 
Britain and Italy. 

Apart from the crypt, 
the two vestries were the 
oldest part of the chapel, 
the upper domed one being 
a former summer house, 
while the crypt contained 
masonry the estimated 
date of which suggested 
that it could have been 
used as a secret place of 
worship during the 17th 
century suppression of all 
non- Church of England 
religious assemblies. 

The renovations of 
1910 revealed the floor 
joists were made of oak 
blackened by age and 
sea water, so they must 
originally have been ships 
timbers, perhaps from 
a vessel that merchant 
Stephen Ram owned. 

The chapel finally 
closed in 1930 and was 
demolished in 1935, 
when its burials, including 
those of Stephen and Ann 
Ram, were transferred 
to Chingford Mount 
Cemetery. Today The City 
Academy secondary school 
covers the site of the chapel 
and the rest of Stephen 
Ram’s estate. 


Ram’s Chapel was the 
first Anglican place of 
worship to be built in the 
parish of Hackney since St 
Augustine’s, but it was not 
an attractive building, and 
was described as looking 
like ‘a small brewery with a 
pepper-pot for a tower’. 

It seems to have been 


until its closure in 1930. 

The chapel was described 
as Methodist in 1795 
because of the use of non- 
ordained preachers, but 
was in fact a Low Church 
Anglican establishment 
whose services were 


came of age in 1773. 

It was finally sold 
in 1775, and passed 
through various different 
ownerships until the 
formation of a board 
of trustees under whose 
stewardship it remained 


authorised by a licence 
from the Lords Bishop 
of London, hence the 
term Episcopal in 
the chapel’s name. 
There was room 
for a congregation 
of about 700 
people, though by 
1851 the regular 
attendees numbered 
only 400, and would 
continue to decline over 
the coming years, probably 
due to the building of 
larger new churches across 
Hackney. Despite this, the 
chapel was still renovated 
in 1910, only 20 years 
before it closed.

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.

•400g paneer 
•200g gram flour 
•2 onions -finely diced 

• 2 cloves of garlic - finely diced 

• 20g ginger — finely diced 
•2 fresh chillies -finely diced 
•3 tbs tomato puree 

• 1 tbs fenugreek 

•4 tbs sweet chilli sauce 
•300ml vegetable stock 

• 2 tbs coriander - chopped 
•3 tbs natural yoghurt 

•2 mint leaves -chopped 

• 2 tbs paneer marsala (ft tbs cumin, ft tbs 
fennel seeds, ft tbs coriander seeds, ft tbs 
turmeric, ft tbs paprika, ft tbs cayane, 1 clove, 

1 bay leaf, all blended together in a spice grinder). 


Method 

•Pakorian: Mix gram flour with equal amount 
of water to make a batter. Heat a deep fryer, then 
pour the batter through a fine sieve into the deep 
fryer. You will have small crispy balls, fry them for 
3 minutes. Take the balls out and dry off the oil 
with a paper towel. 

•Chilli paneer sauce: In a pan fry off the 

onions, garlic, ginger and chilli. Cook until golden 
brown. Then add tomato puree, sweet chilli 
sauce, paneer marsala and veg stock. Cook until 
reduced by half. Add fenugreek and set aside. 

Cut the paneer into 4cm by 1 cm batons and deep 
fry. Once golden brown, add to the sauce. 

Pakorian dahi: Add the pakorian into the 
yoghurt along with chopped mint. Serve the 
pakorian dahi on top of the chilli paneer with 
some fresh coriander on top.
